OPEN BOATS.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct., 14.—The crew of 


the Norwegian bark Luise, which found- 
ered September 25, were landed this 
morning by the British steamer Evelyn 
from Huelva, Spain. The survivors are 
Captain Emendson, first mate, second 
note, four sailors, steward and a woman. 


The captain tells a remarkable story of 


the bark's rescue of the ship Marshal Sep- 
tember 5th, the landing of the crew at the 
Burmudas and the subsequent rescue ot 
Lube by the Evelyn. He says: "We left 
Mobile with a cargo of pitch pine for 
Rosary, Argentine, September 7 in a hur- 
ricane. 
Wednesday the 10th, Luis* 


sighted a ship ahead, plunging helpless 
in the heavy Bea. Drawing closer we saw 
people abroad, waving frantically. 


"We endeavored to get near enough to 


launch a boat. Two men with Mate 
Tollachsen took their lives in their hands 
and as Lnise run lee of the dismasted 
wreck they went over the side and took 
off the Marshall's crew. Four trips saved 
the entire crew. The Marshall was bonnd 
for Brazil irom Savannah. We set sal) 
and landed the craw on the Bermudas and 
proceeded on our course. 


"Wednesday the 23d, a stiff breeze arose 


and Luise sprang a leak. I ordered both 
pumps manned and the crew worked 
heroically, but tbe water gained. At noon 
Friday, September 25, the boats were pro- 
visioned and we abandoned the Lnise. Our 
clothing and all belongings were thrown 
overboard to lighten the boats in the 
heavy sea. 


"We were compelled to resort to short 


rations and the water was finally reduced 
to one small drink each day. It was piti- 
ful to hear, as the days went by, the 
begging for water. 


"The men became covered with salt 


water boils and two sailors showed symp- 
toms of ins mity. We had all we could 
do to present them from killing the 
mates and hurling themselves out of the 
boat. 


The Evelyn sighted two boats manned 


by half crazy sailors on midnight Satur- 


day, Oct. 3," says Captain Homer of the 
British steamer. "Two boats were 
swamped trying to reach them. 


'•I brought the Evelyn under the lea of 


the castaways and although rolling heav- 
ily managed to get the men aboard. I 
Lave been cast away myself" continued 
11 i/ruer "and know the frenzied feeling 
v Men animated the men when they 
stood or. a«k. 


"All 
of tJem presented a most pitiful 


si^ht. We got them warm clothing and 
Lut cofice and soon had them all right."

The express messenger, W. D. Lines 


and the mall agent, L. A. Thomas, were 
pinched in (he wreck, which quickly 
caught on fire from the coal lamps. 


The crews of both trains who were un- 


injured tried to cat them out but the 


flames spread rapidly, andlthongh the 
would-be rescuers were stimulated by the 
piteous appeals ot the two men they conld 
do nothing for them and the unfortunates 
were roasted to death before their eyes. 
A flagman who was standing between 
two can, it is supposed was also burned 
to death. 


No passengers were injured. Tbe trains 


were directed to pass at Swansea but the 
crew of the south bound train read the 
order "Sweden" station which is several 
miles south of Swansea.

CHICAGO, Oct. 14.—Senator Marion But- 


ler, referring to the committee meeting 
of last night which considered fusion, 
said today, "We are well pleased with the 
result and have no doubt it will bring 
many more voters to our ticket than 
under the other circumstances. 


There have been many small points o 


difference among the members of the 
committee, but we wished to dispose of 
them so as to present a solid front to our 
opponents. We have settled all differ- 
ences and the committee is unanimous in 
its support of the statement issued." 


It is said tbe committee's action is a di- 


rect slap to Watson, said the reporter. 
"Well" said the senator "if it is, It the 
kind of slap he would like very well to 
have repeated. 
It is not considered a 


slap by any member of the committee. 


"Reid of Georgia, a friend of Watson 


was present through the meeting and 
gave concent to the statement. Tho 
whole thing is this, we musb support the 
electoral ticket which opposes McKinley, 
it not McKinley might get the electoral 
vote and then where would Sewall and 
Watson be. If we don't get the electoral 
vote for the head of the ticket then all 
questions relative to Watson and Sewall 
end.

First Public Meeting of the Fort 


Massachusetts Historical 


Society. 


HELD AT ODD FELLOWS'HALL 


Good Attendance for a Bad Night. Very 


Interesting Exercises.* Good Music 


President Bray ton's Paper. Address

The first public meeting of the Fort 


Massachusetts Historical society was held 
Tuesday evening at Odd Fellows' hall and 
was an especially interesting occasion. 
Notwithstanding the inclemency of the 
Weather there was a good attendance and 
the exercises were very enjoyable in every 
way. The desk and platform were prettily 
draped with the national colors and a pro- 
fusion of palms and other choice plants 
lent beauty to tbe scene. A considerable 
number of the members of the society 
Were seated upon the stage. 


The program was opened with music 


by Clapp's band, and the choir led by O. 
A. Archer, which rendered old-time 
selections in a manner that carried the 
thoughts swiftly back to the "good old 
days." Mr. Mietzke presided at tho 
piano. 


Mayor 
Honghton, who bad been 


announced to deliver an address of wel- 
come, was unavoidably absent and a let- 
ter of regret from him was read by Secre- 
tary F. S. Richardson, who »lso read let- 
ters of regret from Professor Perry ol 
Williams college, W. Murray Crane of 
Dalton and George Sheldon of Doer- 
field, president of the tPoeomtuck 
Valley Memorial association. 


Secretary Richardson then introduced 


the president of tbe society, S. W. Bray- 
ton, who read a very interesting reminis- 
cent paper from which the following is 
abstracted. 


Mr. Brayton'n paper. 


Mr. Braytou in his paper, after touch- 


ing on many points of interest in the 
town and region, proceeded us follows: 


"I should be glad if I could describe 


North Adams so that you could see it as 
it was at my first recollection. Standing at 
tbe foot of Main street and looking east- 
ward a straggling street it seemed, with 
long intervals between the low buildings. 
State street, Bank street and Holden 
street were not opened. On Church hill 
the only buildings were the old Baptist 
church, the white school housa, the Dr. 
Hawkes house, where tbe A. J. Honghton 
Ubrary now stands, and a small brown 
house on the opposite corner. Further 
east on Main street nothing, or only one 
Small brown house. 
On South Church 


street only one house between Church 
'hill and where the Church street sohool 
house now stands. Summer and Quincy 
and Chestnut streets were pasture, as was 
all the territory east of the village, includ- 
ing Pleasant and Holbrook and all those 
streets. River street was opened only as 
far as the Estes mill, and all north of 
there was woods and pasture. 
You can 


get some ide* of how small and insignifi- 
cant a place it was when I tell yon that 
tha population of the whole town was 
only 2649. This included what is now 
Adams and North Adams. Four country 
stores supplied tbe trading demand and 
they had very hard work to get through 
the year. Almost all the trade was bar- 
ter. Very little money was ever seen. 


"In 1828 the entire amount raised by tax. 


ation by the town was 11500. After 1S30 
the town grew more In the succeeding 
ten years than it had in the previous 
forty, as more factories were built and 
business was better, although in 1837 the 
great panic occurred which paralyzed 
many industries for a long time. For 
many years, In fact until a very recent 
date, enterprise which was started here 
not only belonged to our citizens, but was 
made entirely from nothing by tho own- 
ers. 
Everyone was in the beginning 


equally poor, and to this day it is true, 
with one or two exceptions, that all our 
industries have been made out of nothing) 
ao money having been brought here from 
outside, although a large amount has been 
carried away to bo spent elsewhere. I 
think the only exceptions to this are the 
Greylock and the Dunbar mills. 


"It is difficult at the present day to con- 


ceive of the poverty which prevailed 
among the business men in the early 
years, when money was almost unknown, 
but this has always been a hard working 
town, and when any one went down the 
rule has always been, to try again. Some 
fell by the wayside, but there has always 
been so far some one to taice up the bur- 
den, and the result has been a genera^ 
success. The town has been very fortu- 
nate in its leaders of industry and should 
always have loving regard for those men 
who amid so many discouragements, hav- 
ing everything to learn as well as every- 
thing to do, carried on establishments 
which, though they seem small and insig- 
niiicent with the magnificent plan'.:; of 
today, were as large for the time and as 
important in paving the way as much 
more pretentious affairs are today. 


"I must mention a few names among the 


many deserving of memory, some who 
were not successful in the end deserving 
as much credit as others who were more 
fortunate. 
I may mention Caleb B. 


Turner, Isaac N. Hoxie. Stephen B- 
Brown, Duty S. Tyler, Giles Tinker, Jere- 
miah Colegrove, Harvey Arnold, Oliver 
Arnold, Sanford Black.iut.on, Bufus Wells, 
William E. Brayton, William C. Plunkett 
and Russell Brown. I have only men- 
tioned some of the earliest names. I do 
not mention the later ones, nor any of the 
present day, although they are names and 
men of whom any community may well 
afford to be proud. Long may they pros- 
per, and may they never forget, and may 
the community never forget, the debt we 
owe to the beginners." 


After touching on the many difficulties 


met with by the early settlers owing to 
lack of transportation facilities, Mr. Bray- 
toft proceeded. 


"I will say a word about the schools of 


the surly days. Although compared with 
tfae magnificent 
structures and 
the 


splendid and efficient teaching of the 
present day the little district school and 
school house cut a poor figure, somehow 
or other they did succeed in turning out 
some very fine specimens of manhood and 
womanhood, but I should be sorry to 
think that we were to go back to them 
again. There were no schools except the 
district schools, taught on an average 
about six months in a year, although in 
the village they were longer, by untrained 
teachers, just what could be picked up 
among our own people, with perhaps an 
occasional student from Williams college 
who was trying to help himself through 
by teaching. Aa yon may suppose, our 
schools were a good way behind many 
parts of the commonwealth at that time, 
and I must congratulate the children of 
the present day that they live in a better 
time and have so much greater opportu- 
nities than we of an earlier time enjoyed. 
That they may be able to appreciatp 
theiradvantagesandimprove them so that 
th e schools of the present day may send 
out into the world as much better citizens 
as the schools themselves are better than 
the old ones is my sincere wish. 


"A characteristic feature ot this town 


has always been, and is today, hard work> 
and it has been by this and this only that 
so many obstacles which seemed almost 
insurmountable have been overcome; and 
we may be sure that only bv the same 
method can we retain our standing and 
keep moving and not be left behind by 
the procession, for be sure our natural 
advantages are not sufficient to keep us 
going without eternal vigilance and th,; 
same hard work which, has served us so 
well in the past." 


This was fallowed by an address by Dr. 


Franklin Carter, president of Williams 
college, on "Fort Massachusetts, Its Re- 
'atian to Civilization and Learning." The 
address was exceedingly interesting, as 
the following abstract will clearly show. 


l>r. Carter's Address. 


President Carter began with a statement 


;n regard to the land on which the fort 
stood. When the grant of 200 acres was 
made to Captain Ephraim Williams in 
^750, the land about the fort was reserved 
for the use of the fort. 
When the east 


township was sold in 1762, it passed into 
the hands of the Joneses of Weston and 
the first tiller of this soil was Israel Jones, 
*he great grandfather of Mrs. N. Henry 
gabin of Williamstown. who received the 
jand from his father in 1766. 
From the 


Joneses the land wont to the Harrisons 
and now the society of Fort Massachusetts 
has bought it of Mrs. Harrison. 


He then contrasted the French and 


English colonists and pointed out the 
great advantages that have come to mod- 
ern civilization from the final victory of 
the English on this continent and in India 
at about the same epoch in the 18th cen. 
tury. 
He dwelt on the contributions 


made by this fort to the permapence of 
English ideas and to tbe successful issue 
of the war of independence. 


He then gave an account of the rela- 


tions to learning of certain men connected 
with the fort. Chaplain Norton was the 
only college graduate identified with the 
fort at the time of its capture, though Dr. 
Thomas Williams had received a mas- 
ter's degree from Yale. He referred to 
the ranking of college graduates in the 
catalogues of Yale and Harvard, until 
1768 at Yale and 1770 at Harvard, accord- 
ing to social standing, and spoke of Nor- 
ton as being ranked next above Mark 
Leavenworth, the great-great-great-grand- 
father of his own children. He alluded 
to the comparative ease with which the 
best men were promoted to office in those 
days and incidentally praised Mr. Cleve- 
land, and for his steps in civil service re- 
form. 


.The remainder of the discourse was 


largely given to the Williams family, five 
of whom were more or less directly con- 
nected with the fort. The five were Col. 
Israel Williams of Hatfield, commissary 
of the western forces of Massachusetts in 
1745, when the fort was built, and from 
1748 to his death, colonel of the Hamp- 
shire militia. 


Second, Capt. William Williams of 


Weston, who built Fort Shirley in 1744 
and certainly rebuilt Fort Massachusetts 
'n 1747. 


Third, Major Ephraim Williams, who 


completed the building of the fort and 
had control of it for a few months. 


Fourth, Captain, later Colonel Ephraim 


Williams, son of the major who took the 
command in 1745 and held it for at least 
seven of the ten years following that date 
until his death. 


Fifth, Dr. Thomas Williams, his brother, 


who was surgeon to the form in 1748. 


He considered particularly the relations 


of Colonel Israel to learning, giving some 
account of the college which he wished to 
see established on the Connecticut river 
and the reasons t!,-at may have influenced 
him. 


Captain Ephraim Williams, the founder 


of the college, naturally received a good 
deal of attention. 
His character was 


studied as revealed in the letters preserved 
by Professor Perry, and in his will, and 
the address was ended with the following 
contrasting picture of the two townships 
as Ephraim Williams may have seen them 
the first time after the destruction of the 
Fort in 1746, and as they are today in 
1896. 


"If he looked on the Hoosac valley in 


August, 1746, after the destruction of the 
fort, it was a stretch of desolation and 
loneliness in every direction far as the 
eye could reach. Could he return today 
to the scenes where, he directed the watch- 
ing and waiting, could he stand by the 
site of the fort where he sat by tbe fire, 
side in one of the huge chimneys through 
winter days a hundred and fifty years ago 
planning for the safety of the homes the 
other side of tbe mountain and tor gener- 
ations yet unborn on this side, what a 
change would meet his eye. 


"Behind the fort a prosperous city with 


immense factories, huge chimnies, busy 
stores, beautiful churches, lofty spires, 
fine residences, with 18,000 inhabitants all 
eager and alert to get the best water in 
Berkshire county, the best city govern. 
ment in New England and the best 
preaching in America and, let us not for- 
get it, paying a large sum of money that 
they may have a fine training school for 
teachers within the town. 


"Behind the city tho .mountain,, over 


whose summit his feet climbed more than 
once, weary with the march of life, the 
old mountain penetrated by a lighted 
highway along whose steel track through 
tbo solid rock fifty hissing engines dailj 
draw huge trains of passengers from the 
great Pacific slope and intermediate 
points and freight from the teeming acres 
beyond tho Mississippi, the mountain H- 
cclf changed to a volcano from whose 
crater's mouth the filly hissing engine's 
shoot up forever a great volume of smol; • 
Up and down the /alleys of the Hoc:, c 
and the Deerllekl these engines and these 
trains come and go, connecting Fcrt Mass- 
achusetts far more quickly with tho sit" 
of the great Indian eiege of Detroit than 
Fort Dummer on t'.te Connecticut could 
t>3 reached from this point in his day. 
They bring the coal from the neighbor- 
hood of Braddock's defeat which gave 
Colonel Williams such a shock on the eve 
of his own death and leave it for scores oi 
popolrus towns and villages along *hc 
rivers that he loved so well. 


"Binding this prosperous city with the 


west township an electric current -lot 
merely of sympathy and good will, '>ut 
also of humau beings moving in detach- 
ments, eacli detachment larger than the 
whole force in Fort Massachusetts in 
August, 1743, K, stiange sight to him, for 
t us vehicle has nothing to propel it, and 
yet it soes and stops at any bidding. 11

"And the west township, too, has the 


school purchased witli his blood, aculltv-' 
now. 
Its fine buildings and tquipmci. B 


spread over well-kept lawns, its teacher.' 
able and eminent, its neany four hundred 
students coming from as far as California 
and Oregon (he did not know those 
names; he knew only that there w«u a 
Pacific ocean) and all the interveni..g 
prairies and cities; its treasury diBtribut Irijf 
sixteen thousand dollars every year in 
scholarships and assistance to poor boj>, 
and yet so little understood by its nenr'-sl 
neighbors that they would like so to in- 
terpret the laws of the commonwealth as 
to get a few hundred dollars from its 
treasury to lighten by perhaps half a dol- 
lar tbe tax of each of tba neighborm;; 
farmers and by perhaps two or three dol- 
lars the taxes of the wealthy gentlemen 
who build their elegant residences around 
its light. These men would have small 
enjoyment in the west township, were it 
not for the college, for the college nas 
made the town, and, beautiful as is the 
valley, the village m ight be as uuprogret. 
slveas Pownal were it not for the founda- 
tion of Ephraim Williams. 


"The small bequest realized from his 


estate was husbanded for thirty years be; 
fore the executors ventured to apply for 
an act of incorporation in order to carry 
out the plans of the colonel. 
Five ye irs 


more elapsed before the plain edifice now 
called West College was built. This 
small bequest, grown in thirty-five years 
to a few thousands at the most, was the 
nucleus of what is today easily worth a 
million and a half. The thoughtful gen- 
erosity of the commander of Fort Massa- 
chusetts has been a fountain of light and 
inspiration to courts and churches, o1 
comfort and healing to suffering hu- 
manity, of salvation and joy to pagans of 
every nation. 


"Could all influences ba traced to their 


sources and each source receive its meed 
of praise, there would be millions to rise 
and any 'God bless the chief commander 
of old Fort Massachusetts, and, please 
God, the stream of his beneficence shall 
never cease to flow." "

Free Coinage of Silver Would Be a Mon- 


strous Injustice. 


The five eoinnso of silver as define*! 


by the friends of that policy in the bill 
pending in rho United States senate 
means that nny person owning silver 
bullion to fhc value of $52 may deliver 
it to any United States mint and re- 
ceive for it 100 legal tender dollars. It 
means that tho government shall coin, 
free of churgo, in standard or legal ten- 
der silver dollars, all the silver bullion 
that may bo presented to it, and thus 
pay a premium of 48 per cent to every 
holder of silver bullion. 


\Vhen it is remembered that the silver 


producing interest embraces but an in- 
finitesimal portion of tho people of the 
country as compared with those who 
produce iron, coal, cotton, cottons, 
•svcolei'S, vli"at and other products of 
the farm, the monstrous in justice of tho 
government paying t) one petty class 
of producers nearly double the value of 
their products should make every honest 
minded citizen recoil against it 
In 


short, frre silver coinage means that 
the government shall bny all the silver 
bullion offered at nearly double its mar- 
ket value. 


But the paternalism of the govern- 


ment toward *he silver producers ia 
paying nearly double the market value 
for all their product would be but a 
small portion of the appalling wrong 
thnt innot te done to the country by tho 
establishment tf such a financial sys- 
tem. The day that the fife and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver on a basis of 10 
to 1 shall bo adopted by this govern- 
ment would witness the entire change 
of our financial system from a gold to a 
silver basis, and this government would 
take rank with the pagan and semioivi- 
lized nations of tip world, and forfeit 
tho credit and confkleiice of the great 
civilized nations that have so largely 
aided onr advancement, and without 
which we could not maintain commer- 
cial and indnt crial prosperity for a day. 


When thf government wanted to bor- 


row money, it would be required to pay 
$2 for $1, as Mexico, China and Japan j 
now do, and labor would have little if 
any increase in wages, while the dollar 
earned would produce only 50 cents' 
worth of tho necessaries of life.—Phila- ; 
delphia Times.

\vhether cheap goods or high prices are 
best for tho whole country. Until th« 
people understand that their interests 
will be best served by a gradual reduc- 
tion ill the cost of all kinds of commod- 
ities plans for getting rich by paying 
more for goods will be advocated and 
seriously considered. There ia DO doubt 
but that an artificial increase of priceit 
would benefit some persons. Bnt the 
people as a whole would be injured, 
and the principle of the greatest good to 
the greatest number forbids tho grant- 
ing of favois to one class at the expensa 
of all others. 


Why Dollars Would Be Cheap. 


The cry of the silver adherents is thai 


silver is the money of the poor, whila 
gold is the money of the rich. But sil- 
ver will be the money of the poor and 
rich alike when we are on the silver 
basis, just as paper was the money ol 
rich and poor alike when we were on a 
paper basis. The buying power of silver 
will be exactly what the buying powct 
of paper was—i. e., its value relative to 
gold. If silver is worth cue-half ol 
what gold is, it will buy one-half oj 
what gold will. That is a law of trade 
as immutable as the law of gravitation 
or any law of nature.—Boston Herald.

South American T-legraph company 
haa bubsoribed $1,000 toward a fund 
for the relief of the sufferers from (Jha 
recent conflagration in Guayaquil, 
Ecuador. James A. Scrymser, presi- 
dent of the company, gives the follow- 
ing account of the condition of affairs 
in the stricken city: "The City of Guay- 
aquil, Kcuadoi, was devastated by a 
feartul fire at midnight on the 5th of 
October. More than half the city was 
burned in the general conflagration, 
including-the i ichest part of the city, 
with the most important business 
houses and public im'jtiitlon. It is 
etateil by residents that the loss will 
aggregate 100,000,000 of sucres, say 
nea.-ly fifty millions of dollars in 
American gold, and the people, home- 
less j,nd destitute, number fully thirty 
thousand, many ot them encamped in 
the adjacent fields Guayaquil is the 
commercial centre of Ecuador and has 
larg-e business interests with the Uni- 
ted States,.
